Petrograd, January 18.—(Via London.

i London, January 18.—The govern- 
| ment’s decision to call half of the skill- 
| ed agricultural workers to the army 
j and replace them by men who now are 
| assigned for sedentery work, or wom- 
en, has evoked a flood of angry protest 
'from the farmers. There also is a deal 
of sharp press criticism on the unwis- 
'dom of such a course at a moment when 
(the national interests imperatively de- 
|}mand that the utmost possible amount 
| of foodstuffs should be home produced 
and when the public is being exhorted 
to devote all its whole energies in «his 
| direction. 

These critics argue that there has 
been another contest between the board 
of agriculture and the war office in 
which the war office won. The gov- 
ernment’s decision is regarded as an 
outcome of the recent conference in 
London between the war office and 
General Nivelle, the French command- 
er-in-chief, and Field Marshal sir 
Douglas Haig. 

It is announced that the government 
accepted the plan to enlist women for 
farm work on a military basis, the 
. Women being paid, billeted and clothed 
by the war office. Incidentally the de- 
cision seems likely to revive the acri- 
monious discussion of Ireland’s contri- 
bution to the army. It has_ already 
been suggested that laborers should be 
brought from Ireland to replace farm 
hands taken for the army, and it also 
has been argued that if Ireland gav% 
her full quota of men to the army it 
would be needless to denude the coun- 
try of skilled agriculturists. 

It is stated, however, that the ex- 
periment has already been tried of 
bringing Irishmen of military age to 
work in munitions factories in Eng- 
land and that it produced jealousy and 
dissatisfaction which bodes ill for a 
similar experiment with regard to 
farm hands, The belief has been ex- 
pressed that public opinion would not 
tolerate seeing young Irishmen safely 
engaged in farm work to permit Eng- 
lishmen to-risk their lives at the front.

Ancther demand made by the ultl- 
matum and not mentioned in the first 
announcement cabled to this country, 
would require the Greek government to 
guarantee that no civilian hereafter 
shall carry arms. 

Officials of the Greek legation an- 
nounced today that a petition signed 
by more than 300 corporations and la- 
bor unions of Greece appealing to the 
United States to intervene to raise the 
allied blockade of Greek ports had been 
presented to American Minister Drop- 
pers at Athens. The legation officials 
said they had reason to believe that 
the allied censorship had prevented 
press dispatches regarding the petition 
from reaching the United States.

Rome, Ga., January 18.—(Special.)— 
Alleging that his reputation was dam- 
aged to the extent of $10,000 by his 
illegal arrest, Clifford Seay, son of the 
late Captain John H. Seay, one ot 
Rome’s most prominent and wealthy 
men, who died recently, has brought 
suit against J. Bailey Gordon, a stove 
manufacturer of this city. 

Gordon is administrator of Captain 
Seay’s estate, and, according to the pe- 
tition of young Seay, he was arrested 
by the police of Spartanburg, 8S. C., 
upon the instance of Gordon as admin- 
istrator of the Seay estate, and charged 
with the theft of a Packard automobile. 
At that time young Seay was in the 
automobile business, and had in his 
possession a car, the ownership. of 
which the heirs were not sure of as 
between the estate or the plaintiff's 
mother. Seay claims that, with the 
consent of the other heirs, he had 
taken the car to Spartanburg, and in- 
tended to bring back sis sister, who 
was there at that time.

Emory University, Oxford, Ga., Jan- 
uary 18.—(Special.)—The class in jour- 
nalism, connécted with the department 
of English in the school of liberal arts 
of Emory University, has just complet- 
ed an interesting experiment in which 
seven Georgia and Alabama newspapers 
were “tried out.” 

There are twenty men in the class 
but each man was allowed to chooge his 
paper. Several men chose different is- 
gues of the same paper. The men were 
allowed one week in which to examine 
the papers carefully, and to determine 
the percentage of cleanness, comicality 
(exclusive of the “funny” pages), ven- 
ality, and sensationalism. he totals 
are as follows: Cleanness, 99.3 per cent; 
comicality, 5.8 per cent; venality, 1.9 
per cent; sensationalism, 9.5 per cent.

Atlanta has been named headquar- 
| ters for the newly inaugurated south- 
'ern division of the Marcus Loew 
| vaudeville circuit, which will include 
Baltimore, Memphis, Birmingham and 
other cities, and an Atlanta man, E. A. 
| Seater, has been appointed southern 
representative. 

Mr. Schiller assumed the office the 
first part of this week, and reached 
Atlanta Wednesday. He is now in 
‘Memphis and Birmingham supervising 
| Preparations for the opening of Loew 
theaters in those places. In Memphis 
| the Lyceum theater, formerly the home 
of Klaw & Erlanger attractions, has 


been taken over by the Loew interests. 
Both Birmingham and Memphis will 
have Loew vaudeville by February 1. 
Other cities to be included in the 
southern circuit a New Orleans and 
Jacksonille and Vifginia points. 

The operation of the circuit will 
mean that all vaudeville bills traveling 
over Loew time in this territory will 
go intact from opening act to head- 
liner from one house to another. The 
southern loop will be concluded at 
Chicago. 

Atlanta is the first far-southern city 
to receive Loew vaudeville. It wa's the 
success of the Grand, managed py Gus 
S. Greening, which impelled Marcus 
Loew to extend his activities in the 
south.

LESSEES GEORGIA ROAD 
SUED FOR $150,000 


Suits against the Louisville and Nash- 
ville and Atlantic Coast Line railroads 
as joint lessees of the Georgia rail- 
road, aggregating $150,000, were filed 
in the city court of Greensboro Thurs- 
day by Attorneys Hill and Adama, of 
Atlanta. These suits grew out of the 
Georgia railroad wreck near Union 
Point October 27, when two men were 
killed. 

D. B. Printup,.known as the wealth- 
iest engineer onthe road, was scalded 
to ‘death. The suit growing out of his 
death was brought under the federal 
employer’s Hability act by H. F. Nor- 
ris, his executor, in behalf of the widow 
and four minor children. The Printup 
plea is for $100,000. 

The suit growing out of the death of 
Mr. Whiteside, the Inspector killed in 
the same wreck, is for $50,000, and was 
brought by Mrs. Sadie Hamilton White- 
side, the widow. Both suits charge the 
railroad was negligent and that the 
switch inte which the train plunged 
was unlocked.
